Roqoa Gomales Garu was named 

provisional president of Mexico last 
night by the national convention 
here. The former provisional _ 
dent. General Eulalio Gutierrea, 
gether with Generals Blanco, RoMm 
and Jose Vasconceplos, left Mexiao 
( ity at 4 o'clock this morning for 
Fachueo. 

Martial law has been deelnred by 
General Garza. The city is being 
patrolled by mounted police. 

In electing, Garza, the convention 
daelared itaelf snpreme and until a 
new president is elected has assumed 
legislative, executive and judicial 
powers. 

Tiic general belief is that he has; 
been chosen temporarily to meet an 
emergency rrcat. d liv sudden de 
parture of General Gutierrez from 
Mexico City. It is thought he would 
exercise executive power until a 
complete agreement is secured on a 
president to fill the unexpired term 
of President Diaz and Madero, which 
would end on Deeenber 81 of thin 
year. 

The reasons for Gutierrez's de- 
pailur.' are unknown but it is 
thought he declined to be continued 
in office under the rea ti k ti ona sog- 

gf sted by Zapata followers These 
provided that two-thirds of the con- 
vention Could remove the provisional 
president that be take na action of 
iD*portanoe without consent of his 
cabinet, and that the convent ii.n 
must be consulted on all important 
questions. 

Garza is about 3$ years old and is 
a man of ^ulture. He is a graduate 
of the law school in .Mt xicof'ity am 
has been practicing law for many 
years. He first came into promi 
nence as a volunteer colonel in the 
Madero army which overthrew Diaz 
His brother, Frcdcrco Cdny.ale/. 
Garza, was for .-several months gov 
ernor of the federal district in Mex- 
ico City under Madero. Roque and 
his brother joined Villa soon after 
Huerta came into power. 

At the Aguascallentes convention, 
which named Qotierrea presMent, 
Garza was floor leader of the Villa 
faction. His ability as an orator 
made him a conspicuous figure and 
his dramatic speech in favor of the 
plan of Ayala led to the coalition 
between Zapata and Villa forces.

London. Jan. 18.— While the main 
Russian army has been busy repell- 
ing what Grand Duke Nicholas in 
his official report describes aa a series 
of violent attacks by Field Marshal 
von Hindenburg to break his way 
through to Warsaw, other Russian 
forces have stormed and taken Kirl- 
ibaba pass on the bordera of Transyl- 
vania, and have nada further pro- 
gress in their advance alontr thi 
right bank of the Vistula toward tlic 
German frontier. 

The Germans in force have deliver- 
ed seven suceeseiVe attacks, which 
developed desperate bayonet fight- 
ing, on thr Russian lines on the left 
bank of the Vistula, and have suc- 
ceeded in taking one of the Kossian 
advance trenchea. 

Further south there have been 
similar attacks, in each case preced- 
ed by heavy artillery engagemento. 
The Russiana have succeeded in 
silencing the heavy AusJirinn guns, 
which from the banks of the Duna- 
jt'c have been bombarding the town 
of Tarnow. 

The capture of Kirlibaba pass, 
through which roads lead into the 
heart of Transly vania, ia likily to 
have a political as well as a military { 
effect. It possibly will hasten the 
action of Rumania and compel the 
Germanic allies to send troops to 
defend e astern Hungary. 

In the west there has been brisk 
fighting at many pointo. The French 
claim further proR-ress along the 
coast of Flanders, but not to the e.\- 
tent imliciiti'd by the unoflicial re- 
ports. Attacks and counter-attacks 
have prevailed in the region of Arras 
and in the .\isne valley, south of 
Laon, but apparently without either 
side making any important gains. 

The French progress at Rheims 
and in the Vosges, however, contin- 
ues despite a heavy snowstorm, ac- 
cording to olficial claims. In the 
\rgonne the Germans claim to have 
improved their position. An ofiicial 
German statement estimates the 
allies' los.^es since they commenceij 
their oHensive four weeks ago at 
50,00(>, including 20.000 killed and 
more than IT.WO prisoners. 

An interesting account from Ger- 
man sources of the battle north of 
Soissons says the French defeat was 
the result of a surprise attack. 
While the PVench expected an attack 
on their left the Germans attacked 
on the right and center and drove 
the French completely out of posi- 
tioaa north of the Aiaoa which it had 
takaa tham a month to capture.

Many cities in the eonntry have 
the eommiiiion form of 
vornmont as a relief from the old 
abersome form of city manage- 
„ nt and have found relief. 
And it it is troo<i for a city, why 
■ot food for a eooaty? Now. Mr. 
Bditor, no form of management is so 
OBmbersonie or so easy to graft on 
4he system now used in Kcntucky 
{■ ranninff county affairs The 
M«i*trate gets but a pitunce for 
fete time, the County JikIk*' must 
«t«y at the county seat on a salary 
«o small he must engage in some 
vther business to properly care for 
a family. The road engineer must 
taki' on ^iumv side lines to live. 

No one of thera has any independ- 
ent authority to order work or 
change an order even • when such a 
Change would be to the good of the 
taxpayer. 

Now under the commission form 
•f Fiscal management the responsi- 
bility for any thin^ could be easily 
fixed and the remedy could be ap- 
plied at (inee, thus saving much 
time and cash. With 3 commiaaion- 
«r8, thellaeal affairs could be run 
cheaper than n<iw. The County 
Judge in this county draws $1,500 
per year to help manage county af- 
fairs. A Road Engineer draws 
^1,500 per year. A poor commis- 
aionar draws $480 per year. We 
pajra delmquent tax cullector's 40 
parent OB eaeh poll collected that 
amounts to something like $2,000 
per year and the County Assessor 
g.'ts something? over .*2,200 per year 
for assessing the property. This 
makes about $8.0J0 paid out by the 
Fiscal Court and by the state each 
year, besides some $600 dollars paid 
the members of the Fiscal Court. 
By paying ea:h commissioner 



$500 per year and putting all of the 

county's Fiscal affairs in their 
hands, including delin<iuent tax col- 
lection and assessing, several thous- 
and dollars could by saved eaeh year 
and the men that are really napmaH- 
ble for the condition our county's 
Fiscal affairs could be found and 
looked after. 

Aa things are run in old Kentucliy 
the law fixes no one as the real head 
of the Fi.scal eourl of any county, 
as it takes ail the magistrates of a 
quorum sitting to do boslDess at all 
and that is not oftanar than one day 
in a month. 

It would take an amendment to 
the state coaatitntion to take over 
the aasaaaing job, a thing that is 
fairly common thrse days.
